When two or more amendments shall 
be submitted, in manner aforesaid, tothe voters 
of this State, at the same election, they shall be so 
submitted, as that cach amendment shall bo voted 
on separately.” 


AND, WHEREAS, An Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, at January Session, 1974, 
Chapter 264, was passed, for amending 
the Constitution of the State, as follows : 


“An Act to amend Seclion 8, of Article4, of the On- 
stitution of the State of Maryland.” 


“SECTION 1. Beit enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of Mayland, three-fifths of all Ihe members of the 
two Houses concurring, That the following section 
be and the same is hereby proposed, as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of this State, and if 
adopted by the legal and qualified voters thereof, 
as provided, it may be the same to supercede and 
stand In the place of Section 8, of Article 4, of said 
Constitution.” 


“SxeTION 8. The parties to any cause may sub- 
mit the same to the court for determination with- 
„ut the aid ofa jury, and iu all suits or actions at 
law, issued from the Orphan's Court, or from any 
court, sitting in equity apd inal cases of present- 
ments or indictments fo? offenses, which are or 
may be punishable by death, pending In. any of 
the Courts of law, in this State, bay ng jurisdic- 
tion thereof, upon suggestion, In writing, under 
oath, of either of the parties to said proceedings, 
that such party cannot havea fair and impartial 
trial in the court In which the same may be pend- 
ing the said court shall order and direct tbe re- 
cord of proceedings In such suit or action, issue, 
presentment or indictment to be transmitted to 
some other court, having jurisdiction in such case 
for trial; but in all other cases of presentmont or 
indictment, pending in any of the courts of law in 
this State, having jurisdiction thereof, In addition 
to the suggestion, In writing, ofeithet ofthe par- 
ties to such presentment or indiotment, that such 
party cannot have a fair and impartial trial in the 
courtin which the same may be pending, It shall 
be necessary for the party making such suggestion 
to make it satistactority appear to the court that 
such suggestion Is true, or that there Is reasonable 
ground for the same; and thercupon, the said court 
shall order andWirect the recon, of proceedings in 
such presebtment or indictment, to be transmit- 
ted to sgme other court having Jurisdiction In such 
cases for trial, and such right of removal shall ex- 
ist upon suggestion, in cases when all tho judges 
of sald coust may be disqualified, under the pro- 
visiona of this Constitution, fersit In any such 
case, and said court, to which the record of pro- 
cecdings lo such suit or action, Issue, presentment 
or indictment may be transmitted, shall hear and

"Section 2. And besit further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That said foregoing nection 
hereby proposed as an amendment tothe Consti- 
tution, shall be, at the next general election tobe 
held in this State, submitted to the legal and qual- 
ified voters therco!, for their adoption or rejec.lon 
In pursuance of the directions contained in Article 
14, of the Constitutton of this State, and at the said 
general election, the vote on said proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution shall be by ballot, and 
upon each ballot there shall bo written or printed 
these words, For the Constitutional mend- 
ment," or “Against the Constitutional Amend- 
mont,“ as the voter shall elect and immediately 
after said election, due returns shall be made to

Tho Association was then address- 
od by Mr. N. M. Ambrose, of Garrett 
county, upon tho subject of “The 
Qualifications and Duties of Public

that a teacher should bo a man of 
good natural abilities and largo at- 
tainments; a onltured man of tho 
world, not ono-sided nor a pedant ; 
ho should be a live man, full of per- 
sonal magnetism, who could mako his 
pupils do their best; ho should ovoke 
independent thougkt, and above all 
not bo an egotist. Tho principal of 
a school, like the general of an army, 
may suporintend and direct his asso- 
ciatos like subordinate officors, may 
drill, counsel and guide the detail,but 
the boys and girls, like common gol- 
diers, must march along und fight th 


Tho address was quite interesting. 
An exceedingly able address was then 
delived by Prof. H. G. Shepherd, of 
His theme was 
“Latin.” He advocated the Roman“ 
sition, 
by the way, that is sustained by the 
most distinguished philologists and 
scholars of tho day. At the close of 


his remarks, a lively discussion fol- 
lowed, which was participated in by 
Prof. Garnett and the Rev. Dr. Nel- 

son of St. John's College, Prof. War- 

denburg of Baltimore City, and the 

Rev. Dr. Shepherd of St. Clement's 

Hall, Ellicott City. The programme 

for the morning was concluded by 

the reading of a paper on “American 

Oratory,” by Prof. F. A. Soper, of 
Baltimore city. He claimed that the 

types of oratory among the ancients 

had been assigned an undue promi- 

nence, and endeavored to slow that 
modern oratory had been greatly un- 

derrated. The mectingadjourned at 
one o'clock to meot again at half-past 

seven in the evening. Thore were 
about one hundred and fifty persons 

present at the morning session, rep- 

resenting most of the counties in the 
State. Among the lady teachers I 

noticed a few pretty faces of those 

who had left the Garden of Eden (the 
Eastern Shore) to behold the glorions 
beauties of the mountain scenery in 
Western Maryland, particularly those 
to be seen in and around the “Queen 
City. Visiting points of interest in tho 
city and surroundings engaged the 
attention of the visitors during the 
afternoon. 

The Association re-assembled at 
the Maryland Avenuo School-house 
at 7.30 o'clock, P. M., with the Presi- 

dent in the chair. The attendance 
of tenchers was somewhat increased, 
and the large room was crowded with 
spectators, who took a lively interest 
in the procecdings. After musio by 
the Queen City Cornet Band, the 
President introduedd the Hon. Henry 
W. Hoffman, (Allegany county's 
greatest orator) who delivered an elo- 
quent address on “Education,” which 
which was received with frequent and 
hearty npplause. It was an impromp- 
tu speech, and for that reason the 
spenker refused to giveh copy of his 
notes to any of the reporters who 
wero present. 

Tho Rev. Dr. Shepherd followed 
with an interesting address on As- 
tronomical weights and measures,” 
illustrated by blackboard drawings 
and in other manners, „Ho astonish- 
cd tho audience by saying that “one 
million of Mexican dollars placed up- 
on top of each other, would make a 
pile eight thousand three hundred 
and thirty foet high.” 

Prof. M. A. Newell, Prosident ot 
the State Normal School, chairman of 
tho “Committee on Defence,” then 
followed in a striking address, which 
was the most interesting event of the 
session. The Prof., as chairman of a 
committee was engaged in a review 
of the situation, and discoursed, 
somewhat, upon the dangera which 
beset the froo school system. The 
first of these he said came from 
“property.” People are afraid of 
being taxed too much for the free 
schools, and will compel the good 
work to be stinted. Needed schools 
houses will not be built; salaries of 
teachers will be reduced, and the 
causo suffer from mistaken cconomy. 
Economy of this kind, said the pro- 
fessor, is a waste. A large and in- 
telligent expenditure is the cheapost 
investment. 

Leaving this branch of his dis- 
course, the Profegsor said that the 
greatest danger to the schools will 
come from Religion. Here tho Pro- 
fossor created a sensation, which 
he increased when he read a news, 
paper clipping from The Catholic 

orld, denouncing the “pagan error 
of the free schools,” and asserting 

‘that the church must regulate educa- 
tion. The Professor grewimpassion 
ed ir this portion of his nddress, and, 
always carnest, was nt timos eloquent 
and impressive. Ho said that tho 
free schools had been branded as “God- 
long.“ Godless is to bo without hope. 
Woro these honest men find pure 
women, who inculcated piety in all 
they taught to be “denounced as God- 
lesa? Tho tree which brought forth 
such fruit must in the contrary be 
blessed of God. While religion per- 
vades all the teachings of tho public 
echools, dogmas cannot be taught 
thoro—at homo or in tho church is 
the place for such work. The strug- 
glo is not now open ay in Maryland. 
But, said ho, “tho cloud is lowering ; 
let us not fear tho struggle, but meet 
the combat bravely.” “Truth is migh- 
ty and must prevail” and when this 
charge of “Godless Schools” comes, 
as it will, let us point to a Godly life 
and a Godly rising generation around 
us. 

Tho Professor was sovoral times 
warmly applauded, and his views 
seemed to take hold upon tho audi- 
ence. When ho concluded I request- 
od his address for publication, but 
he declined furnishing it, and said 
that it would, if published at all, bo 
published in “The Educational Jour- 
nal.“ tf published as spoken, in tho 
daily and weekly papers of the Stato, 
tho address will attract a groat deal 
of attention, We had not thought 
that the issue between the Roman 
Catholic Church a. l, the friends of 
freo schools was near in Maryland ; 
but Professor Newell appears to think 
it is closely impending. Despite his 
predictions, we hope ho may bo mis- 
taken. We pray God that the day is 
a long way off when there will be 
pas war in the Free Schools, But 

f it should como, there can bo but 
one result. On Thursday morning
